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AEK   POLL  RESULTS 


On  Monday,  October  12, 
AEK  fraternity  conducted 
the  second  of  a  series  of 
student  opinion  polls.  This 
poll  was  designed  to  indi- 
cate student  response  to 
the  goals  of  this  year's  stu- 
dent government  as  proposed 
by  Student  Body  President 
Scott  Gillie  in  his  State  of 
the  Campus  Message.  The 
poll  was  conducted  between 
12:30  and  1:00  P.M.  in  the 
student  lounge  with  a  total 
of  139  students  responding 
to  the  nine  questions  of  the 
poll. 

The  first  question  was 
"Do  you  feci  that, student 
government  should  be  al- 
lied with  any  outside  poli- 
tical party  or  group?"  Over 
93%  of  the  responders  an- 
swered "no"  to  this  ques- 
tion while  less  than  |%  an- 
swered "yes"  and  6% 
checked   the   "don't  know" 

The  second  question 
was  "Oo  you  feel  that  an 
all  Campus  Parliament  as 
proposed  by  Scott  Gillie  is 
a  step  forward  in  improving 
the  students'  position  in  the 
campus  power  structure?" 
A  little  less  than  33%  of  the 
responders  checked  the 
"yes"  column,  12%  marked 
the  "no"  column,  and  55% 
marked  "don't  know." 
Many  responders  wrote  notes

beside  the  question  asking 
for  more  Information  about 
a  Campus  Parliament. 

The  third  question  was 
"Do  you  consider  the  con- 
ditions prevailing  in  the 
campus  bookstore  "intoler- 
able." Over  66%  of  the 
responders  answered  "yes" 
with  over  26%  answering 
"no"  and  S%  answering 
"don't  know."  A  number 
of  responders  asked  for 
more  information  about  the 
bookstore  situation. 

The  fourth  question  was 
"Do  you  favor  the  proposal 
to  lower  the  student  activity 
iee  from  $15  to  St.  An 
overwhelming  82%  answered 
'yes,"  13%  "no,"  and  5% 
"don't  know."  One  of  the 
"don't  knows"  commented 
"If  quality  of  convocations 
would  be  reduced-No!  Good 
selection  of  convocations 
this  year!" 

The  fifth  question  was 
"Do  you' feel  that  the  pre- 
sent amount  of  student  acti- 
vity fee  money  that  is 
spent  on  varsity  athletics 
is  disproportionate  and 
should  be  reduced?"  Some 
38%  answered  "yes,"  24% 
"no,"  and  38%  "don't 
know,"  There  were  many

With  the  Congressional  elections  coming  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, it  is  the  responsibility  of  "We  the  People."  to  become 
involved  in  the  election  process,  and  to  decide  who  is  the 
best  qualified  to  serve  us. 

Through  extensive  research, on  both  candidates  and  by 
personal  contact  with  both  men,  I  have  decided  that  Con- 
gressman E.  Ross  Adair  is  the  best  suited  to  be  our  repre- 
sentative in  Washington.

And  finally,  strongly  believing  this  country  must  im- 
prove its  quality  of  life,  Mr.  Adair  has  led  successful  efforts 
in  slashing  millions  of  dollars  of  wasteful  foreign  aid 
spending,  and  has  strongly  voted  (in  contrast  with  his 
Congressional  opponent)  for  large  reductions  in  our  Space 
programs,  in  order  to  provide  more  money  to  solve  our  grave 
domestic   problems.

The  name  has  a  Ire- 
lous  recognition  factor,  expecially  here  in  Fort  Wayne. 
One  may  see  20  to  30  car  bumpers  a  day  proclaimiag  that

who  journeyed  to  the  moon  to  the  janitor  working 
rom  12:00  a.m.  to  5:00  a.m.  in  a  small  local  business,  the 
iBme   is  welt  known. 

Whnl  may  surprise  you  when  considering  the  popularity 
;nd  recognition  of  Ed  Roush  is  the  fact  that  he  is  a  relative 
lewcomer  to  the  local  political  scene.  He  first  entered  4th 
listrict  congressional  politics  just  two  years  and  five  months 
go.  That  was  in  1968.  As  late  as  August  of  that  year  Roush 
ad  a  recognition  factor  of  17%.  At  the  same  time  his  in- 
umbant  had  an  almost  complete  recognition  factor.

responses  and  28%  marked 
"much  value,"  37%  "some 
value,"  22%  "little  value," 
and  13%  "no  value."  Of 
course  the  word  choice  is 
a  little  hazy,  but  it  does 
seem  that  there  is  support 
for' the  varsity  athletic  pro- 
gram and  that  Mr.  Gillie  may 
have  his  hands  full  if  he 
attempts  to  reduce  the  var- 
sity athletic  budget- 

The  seventh  question 
was  "Do  you  feel  that  the 
student  government  has 
done  a  good  job-  of  commu- 
nicating with  the  student 
body  this  year?"

It  would  seem 
that  the  responders  were 
pretty  tight  with  their 
grades  with  only  1%  giving 
A's,  15%  B,  58%  C,  24%  D, 
and  2%  F.  It  would  seem 
that  while  most  students  are 
not  elated  with  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  student  govern- 
ment, they  do  feet  that  it  is 
doing  an  adequate  Job. 

The  ninth  question  was 
"What  grade  would  you 
give  Student  Body  Presi- 
dent Scott  Gillie  for  his 
overall  performance  this 
year?"  Opinion  seemed  to 
be  a  little  more  polarized 
with  5%  giving  an  A,  28% 
B,  40%  C,  17%  D,  and  |0% 
F.  Once  again  it  would 
seem  that  a  majority  of  the 
responders  feel  that  Mr. 
Gillie  is  doing  at  least  an 
adequate  job- 
Two  responders,  who 
indicated  that  they  were 
black,  labelled  the  poll 
"for  whites  only"  and  indi- 
cated that  the  student  go- 
vernment and  its  goals  were 
not  relevant  to  them  as 
blacks  and  were  for  whites 

Some  responders  felt 
that  the  poll  was  being  con- 
ducted by  student  govern- 
ment. This  is  not  the  case. 
The  polls  are  being  con- 
ducted by  Alpha  Epsilon 
Kappa  fraternity  as  a  non- 
partisan effort  to  illu- 
minate trends  In  student 
opinion.
